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Abatemarco to coach 
men’s basketball team

CSUS officialshavenamedtheirchoice 
to lead the university’s men’s basketball 
team. The winner of the six-man race is 
Tom Abatemarco, a Rutgers University 
assistant coach for the last three years. 

Abatemarco, the 11th head coach the 
team has had in the last 49 years, was 
introduced tothe press and public inapress 
conference held March 24 in Sacramento 
Hall. 

“Tm very excited,” said Abatemarco. 

“This is ae in my life. It’s a new 
era.” 

Abatemarco now has the task of re- 
building a team that hasn’t had a winning 
season since the 1988-89 campaign. This 
year, the last under the tutelage of Don 
Newman, the Hornets posteda3-23 record. 

Abatemarco acknowledged the prob- 
lems facing the team and didn’t promise 
instant miracles or success, warning about 
a schedule that has the Horets facing 
USC, Minnesota and Oregon State, all 
traditional basketball powerhouses. 

‘I’m not going to promise you that 
we’re going to the NCAA (tournament) 
next year. I think you have to crawl and 
walk before you can run,” he said. 

The new coach said the community 
would be closely tied to the team, and the 
players hitting the Memorial Auditorium 
floor next year would be as adeptat hitting 
the books as they would be at hitting 3- 
pointers. |

_|A new way to pay for college? 


College women turn to ‘taking it off’ to finance their education

She looks like any studious young 
woman, dressed smartly in a blazer and 
slacks, working hard for a degree in 
accounting. There is a sparkle in her 
eyes and her brilliant smile makes you 
think of the girl next door. But you may 
be surprised when you find out how she 
pays for her education. 

“T’ve been dancing for more than 
two years,” said Keisha. “I love every 
minute of it.” 

Keishaisn’ttalking abouttap, jazz or 
ballet. She is paying her way through 
school by dancing nude at one of the 
fastest growing trends in adultentertain- 

| ment: the “juice’’ bar. 

The bars offer a new twist to the 
traditional topless or nude club by not 
serving any alcoholic beverages, which 
frees them from the regulating power of 

| the state’s Alcoholic Beverage Control 
board. Italsoallows customers as young 
as 18 to fill the seats, sip their colas and 
watch Keisha and her peers perform 
under the glare of the spotlight. 

How did 20-year-old Keisha (her 
stage name) come to take her clothes off 
for strangers five days a week in front of 
a dark smoky room? 

“T saw an ad asking for dancers,” she 
said. “I answered it and here I am. 

“My parents couldn’t afford to pay 
formy college,” said Keisha, whodances 
at Risky Business Showgirls, a juice bar 
in Rancho Cordova. “T’ve been dancing 
since] graduated from high school, once 
I turned 18.” 


Keisha splits her time by going to 


CSUS in the mornings and dancing the 
rest of the day..Currently, she dances 
from 11:30 a.m. until 7 p.m. five days a 
week. 

‘T make enough [money] dancing to 
pay for my education and support my- 
self,” said Keisha. 

Keishais not the only college student 


among the dancers working at the juice 
bars, according to David McKibbin, of- 
fice manager for Gold River Talent. The 
agency provides administrative services 
for two of Sacramento’s juice bars, Risky 
Business and City Limits. 


__ “About 35 percent of the dancers are 
going to school at CSUS, UC Davis or 


one of the local junior colleges or busi- 
ness schools,” said McKibbin. 
According to McKibbin, quite a few 
of the nude and topless dancers and wait- 
resses have found their new career thanks 
to the same small advertisement Keisha 
read. The ad has been running in the 
classified section of college newspapers 
like the State Hornet for over a year. 


“J decided to run the ads in the college’ 


papers because the colleges were where I 
could find the type of women we were 
looking for,” said McKibbin. 

‘T wanted to find women who were 
self-motivated, with a sense of purpose 
—— women who were interesting and had 
something to say,” said McKibbin, . 

There are three key attributes for a 
successful dancer, said McKibbin. “Ob- 
viously she has to be attractive. But she 
also has to have a good personality, so I 
look for a girl with a bubbly, outgoing 
style,” he said. “And she has to be a good 
communicator, not shy, and have a sense 
of spirit.” 

Whatconstitutes success foradancer? 
Keisha, while reluctant to give an exact 
figure, said she usually makes several 
thousand dollars a month, even after de- 
ducting the fee dancers are ee to 
lease the stage. 

“The dancers are independent con- 
tractors and the clubs provide them the 
setting to conduct business,” said 
McKibbin. Evening dancers pay $35 a 
night for the stage while the daytime 
dancers pay a $20 fee. 

How much.a dancer makes each day 
depends on several factors. 

‘The mood of the crowd, the music,

Dancing not a bed of roses

(Blossom was a@ dancer at a Sacra- 
mento juice bar until the fall of 1996) . 
The music was blaring in the back- 
ground. The room was flashing with vari- 
ous colored lights on the stage, highlight- 


ing the performers. Inadarkercorner of the 


crowded room, I was busy moving to the 
rhythm of the music and trying to get 
through one more night without trouble. 

As I leaned forward, the dirty, 
chunky middle-aged man stuck his 
tongue out like a lizard and licked my 
breast. I knew right then that all the 
money I was making was not worth 
another night of enduring insults and 
worse as an exotic dancer. 

I never thought I would be a strip- 


per. How does a wholesome, Chris- 
tian, 20-year-old girl, raised by two 
loving parents, end up dancing na- 
ked around a pole? 

I was in college and had heard 
from a couple of friends that a 
woman could make good money 
working as a waitress in one of the 
new juice bars. I responded to an 
ad in the Sacramento Bee request- 
ing beverage servers. During my 
interview I told the manager that I 
just wanted to be a waitress. Ididn’t 
want to dance naked or even top- 
less. | 

I was hired as a waitress and that 
first night when I actually saw the 
dancers moving in their own little

There willalsobe 12 scholarshipsavail- 
able as opposed to 10 last year and a 
$15,000 budget forrecruiting new talentto 
the team, a 300 percent increase over 
Newman’s budget. 

Abatemarco said he plans to work with 
local television and radio stations to gener- 
ate more exposure for the basketball pro- 


gram. Starting the recruitment process is 


the number one priority as the team loses 
five seniors this year and could be faced 
with the loss of four more underclassmen 
due to problems with their academic eligi- 
bility. Abatemarco said he would place 
more emphasis on recruiting local athletes 
to attend Sac State. 

Recruitment is one of Abatemarco’s 


strengths. In 1995 he wasnamed one of the 
top ten recruiters on the east coast by 
Eastern. Basketball Magazine. 
Abatemarco’s major sucesses include 
Vinny Del Negro, Nate McMillan and 
Spud Webb, who have all gone on to the 
NBA. 

He was the head coach at Lamar and 
Drake, with a 57-55 record at the two 
schools. While at Drake, Abatemarco 
faced accusations from his players that 
he was demeaning to them. An assis- 
tant, Tom Butler, was fired after writ- 
ing term papers for players, but an 
investigation by Drake officials and 
the NCAA cleared Abatemarco of any 
improprieties. 

Abatemarco has signed a three-year 
contract with CSUS and will be paid 
about $73,000 during the first year. 
The contract could be extended by one 
year after an evaluation of the basket- 
ball program’s progress next year. 


Semester extended one week 
Spring Break snafu cause for additional classes

Due to confusion and lack of com- 
munication regarding the cancellation 
of Spring Break, school will remain in 
session foran extra weekin May,CSUS 
President Donald Gerth said Monday. 

With a record-low attendance last 
week of about 500 students per day, 
professors were not able to follow 
planned curricula and expressed to 


Gerth in an emergency meeting of the 
Academic Senate that the extra week is 


crucial to the learning environment at 
CSUS. bes 

“We might as well haven shown 
up either last week,” said history pro- 
fessor Joe Smith. “I would have much 
rather spent my week basking in the 
sun. The only reason I came to campus 
was for the paycheck.” 

Gerth cited many possible reasons 
for the lack of students last week. Mail- 


_ers that were supposed to go out to 


students on March 17 were overlooked 
by the Administrative Services office 
due to an extended three-day St. 
Patrick’s Day celebration that resulted 
in multiple hangovers. 

An announcement that should 
have been printed in the State 
Hornet did not make its way over 
to the Hornet office until March 
18, after the paper had already 
gone to print and been distrib- 
uted. 

“And we didn’t have a Briday 
issue that week,” saidEditor-in-Chief 
Jason Wilson, “so the administration 
had no hope of using the State Hor- 
net as a medium for the announce- 
ment that Spring Break was can- 
celled. If the administration can’t get 


their acts together, the State Hornet 


isn’t going to cover for them.” 
The decision to cancel Spring 


Break was made three weeks ago 
after it was brought to the attention 
of the administration that the Spring 
1997 semester was too short. What 
should have been an 18-week semester 
would have been cut to 17 weeks if 
spring break had not been cancelled. 

“The CSU Chancellor’s office, re- 
quires 18-week semesters,” said a 
spokesman for the administration. “Not 
meeting that requirement would have 
meant losing next year’s funding for 
the school. Obviously we had to cancel . 
spring break.” 

Kdeidonally: since units would 
not have been completed, graduating 
seniors would have had to wait until 
December to walk the aisle, and all 
students would have had to retake 
their spring courses next semester. 

“That would have sucked,” re- 
marked Charles C. Charleston III, a 
combustible engineering major and 
graduating senior. “I’m #@!$% 
pissed-off we have to go to school 
until June, but at least I don’t have to 
stick around-this @#$!* place until 
December.” 

The administration realized that it 
would be unfair to make students suffer 
another semester at CSUS, so they 
decided to cancel Spring Break. But 
because the word didn’t get out in time 
and many students went on spring break 
anyway, the administration was forced 
to extend the spring semester an extra 
week. 

School will now be in session until 
June 6, with finals week taking place 
June 2-6. Commencement ceremonies 
for graduating students have also been 
bumped up one week to May 31-June 
1,

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the way I feel, all these affect how much 
I make each day,” said Keisha.

She said McKibbin and the club man- 
agers are ready to work with each dancer 
to help make the most of her dancing, 
from flexible scheduling to suggestions 
on improving dance routines. 

“T always know I can come to David 
or one of the club managers if I have a 
problem, and they’ II do their best to solve 
it,” said Keisha. 

McKibbin said the clubs have, a phi- 
losophy of making sure that all the danc- 
ers maintain their self-respect. 

“I’m kind of a square old man for 
having been in the adult entertainment 
business for nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury. I want all the young women here 
to be able to go home at night and feel 
good about themselves,” said 
McKibbin.

Many people, said McKibbin, have 
a preconceived notion about the danc- 
ers in clubs like Risky Business, and 
it’s hard to fault them when their opin- 
ion is based on the way other clubs may 
operate. 

Risky Business and City Limits, how- 
ever, have a strict set of guidelines that all 
the dancers sign when they start. 

“We are actually more conservative 
than the law requires,” he said. While a 
Sacramento County ordinance outlaws 
lewd behavior, it does not define what 
lewd behavioris, so the dancers have their

world, naked as the day they were 
born, I was repulsed. I told myself I 
would never do'that sort of thing. I 
concentrated on making sure all the 
customers had a fresh drink every 
time the liquid reached the bottom of 
the glass. 

It was hard work but the tips were 
good. As time went by, the club’s 
managers dropped subtle hints that it 
would soon be my turn on stage. 
Other waitresses and some of the 
dancers quietly let me know that if I 
didn’t dance topless, I would prob- 
ably lose’‘my job, even though I had 
specifically said I wouldn’t dance. 

My turn came about three weeks 
later when I was confronted.

own set of rules when they dance.

“Mostnew danc- 
ers are nervous the first time, but after 
three or four songs, they really get into 
it. 

“T was scared my first time, but the 
other dancers were very, very support- 
ive. By the time the music started for the 
second dance, I was really enjoying 
myself.

Keisha said she has received a posi- 
tivereaction fromeveryone whoknows 
she dances.

Back in January, Entertainment 
Weekly put Luke Skywalker on the 
cover ofits “Biggest Gambles of 1997” 
issue. George Lucas seemed to be do- 
ing the unthinkable by “tampering with 
classics” and redistributing movies that 
had been available on video for years.

of the money went towards remaster- 
ing John Williams’ incredible score 
and cleaning the original master prints 
of the film.

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Sacramento State softball cannot capture Capital Classic

The University of Iowa did what 
Sacramento State could not; win the 
1997 AT&T Wireless Services Capi- 
tal Classic softball tournament on 
March 20-23. The Hornets’ final 
game came on the last day of the 
tournament with a loss to the Univer- 
sity of Toledo in the semi-finals of 
the consolation bracket. 

Sac State finished with three wins 
and three losses in one of the tough- 
est college softball tournaments in 
the nation. 

“Tt’s hard. There are a lot of good 
teams outthere,” said Hornet outfielder 
Cori Keay. “It is anyone’s game.” 

Although the Hornets could not win 
this year’s Capital Classic, they know 
how it feels to win the tournament they 
host. CSUS has won it the past two 
years. 

“T wish we could have done a little 
better, but we didn’t,” Sac State head 
coach Kathy Strahan said. “We won 
the past two years. It is something you 
like to think you can do often, but it 
didn’t happen. It did not fly our way 
this year.” 

It did fly No.6 Iowa’s way, finish- 
ing the tournament undefeated (6-0), 
including a 4-0 win over Kansas in 
the championship game. All-tourna- 
ment team member Debbie Bilbao 
led the way for the Hawkeyes, shut- 
ting out the Jayhawks, while allow- 
ing just two hits and a walk while 
striking out four. Returning All- 
Americans Christy Hebert and Kari 
Knopf led the offense for Iowa. 
Hebert hit her fourth home run of the 
tournament and Knopf went 2-for-4. 

In the tournament, Bilbao had nine 
hits in 18 at bats with nine RBI while 
pitching a 3-0 record in 21 innings. 
She gave up just one earned. run, 
including a no-hitter while striking 
out 10 Kansas batters. 


In the consolation final, Toledo 


topped No. 8 Michigan State 3-1, 
giving Toledo its fourth-straight 


Capital Classic consolation title.. 


Toledo was led by the pitching of 
Kristi Kassotis, holding the Spartan’s 
offensive power to just eight hits and 


only one run with three strike outs. 
Toledo finished the tournament with 
five wins against 4 losses. 

One of Sac State’s losses came to 
Toledo in the consolation semi-final 5- 
3. Freshman pitcher Amy Barker suf- 
fered the loss while giving up 12 hits 
and four earned runs in seven innings. 

Barker started the game because 
Susie Bugliarello had suffered a 
sprained ankle and her middle index 
finger was swollen. 

“Really, at the time, I thought Amy 
(Barker) was the best pitcher for the job 
coming in even though I knew she had 
thrown last night (against Michigan 
State),” Strahan said. “[Bugliarello’s fin- 
ger] is sore but she’s going to have to play 
right through it. She’s played with pain 
before. It is just part of being an athlete.” 

The three runs scored by the Hor- 
nets came in the fifth and seventh in- 
nings, giving an unrealistic picture of a 
close game. The Hornets could only 
muster five hits in the game and the six 
walks given up by Rocket pitcher Amy 
Lukowski kept the game as close as 
possible. Sac State also left eight run- 
ners stranded on base. 

“Our whole offense did not get go- 
ing till it was too late,” Strahan said. 
“That concerns me. Why doI get Susie 
all warmed up if we cannot keep To- 
ledo from scoring or we cannot put any 
runs up on the board. We left 45 run- 
ners on base for the weekend.” 

Although Sac State’s offense was 
not up to par, it had a chance in the 
bottom of the seventh to tie and possi- 
bly win the game. With runners on 
second and third with two outs, Jill 
Haas, one of the Hornets’ best clutch 
hitters of the season, flied deep to cen- 
ter field for the third out. 

“We were alittle flat this morning,” 
Strahan said. “Toledo was the much 
more fired up team this morning and 
we were not. It is tough to get into these 
kids’ heads sometimes. It depends on 
who shows up on any given day. We 
did not have it and Toledo did.” 

Haas had a tough tournament at 
the plate with just two hits in 20 at 
bats. Haas came into the tournament

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Workman also pitched a great game, 
giving up just five hits and two walks 
while striking out five. 

“The pitcher from Kansas did a 
really nice job,” Strahan said. “She was 
really effective moving the ball. 

“Susie wasalittleslowcoming around, 
but she started popping and the team 
cametogether....She keptthem at bay and 
we were able to bring it on late.” 

The key to the win were the ground 
ball errors made by Kansas, but most of 
the game, Workman’s pitches seem to 
have had the Hornet batters getting 
underneath the ball. 

“We hit more balls in the air in this 
game than we have all year,” Strahan 
said. “I told them we have to get on top 
of the ball. Everything we hit on the 
ground has gone through with their 
mistakes or key base-hits. It really paid 
off for us.” 3 ‘ 

In Sac State’s second game of the 
pool, the Hornet’s beat the University 
of Arkansas 3-1, behind an awesome 
pitching performance by Barker. In 
seven innings, she gave up one run 
unearned and only five hits while fan- 
ning seven Arkansas batters. . 

“She (Barker) did really, really well. 
She’s just getting better every time 
out,” Strahan said. “I could not bemore 
pleased with her performance. She re- 
ally pitched a great ball game.” 

- Arkansas’ only offensive threat 


came in the top of the seventh inning, 


when the Razorbacks scored their only 
run on three hits, but left the bases 
loaded after Barker struck out Christy 
Ralph to end the game. 

“T think I did pretty good in the first 
six innings, but in the seventh I let up a 
little bit,” Barker said. “My head was 
getting a little tired.” 

“She did get a little shaky in the 
seventh inning,” Strahan said. ‘““We 
talked about it and she said she just lost 
a little intensity in the seventh.” 

The Hornets were led offensively 
by O’Leary who went 2-for-2 at the 
plate with a double while scoring arun 
and’a RBI. Lori Mattson and Robin 
Jury also had doubles in the game. 

“Jen O’Leary’s double down the 
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line was really the key for starting us 
and putting us up on the board,” Strahan 
said. “I think it took a little wind out of 
Arkansas. It pumped us up a little bit 
and we just added a couple more.” 

O’Leary also did the: job defen- 
sively at catcher, helping the freshman 
pitcher by throwing two runners out at 
second trying to steal. 

“She (O’ Leary) played both ends of 
it and did a great job,” Strahan said. “It 
was a freshman day for sure. 

In the third and final game of pool 
play, the Hornets were suprised by the 
University of Wisconsin, losing 4-2.

“Our offense should have done a 
better job in the game,” Strahan said.

“I feel the team should have supported 
her better and we could have beaten them, 
but we did not .

Paul O’Dette brings talent, lute to CSUS

World-renowned lutenist Paul 
O’ Dette will deliver a special perfor- 
mance on April 2 at 8 p.m. in room 
151 of the Music Building. O’ Dette 
is considered by many in his field, 
including CSUS professor of music 
Richard Savino, to be the “greatest 
living renaissance lutenist.” 

The lute is a guitar-like instru- 
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ment that has around back similar toa 
mandolin. It was the most important 
instrument of the 16th and 17th centu- 
ries, and of the renaissance and early 
baroque periods. The lute was used for 
secularand non-secularceremonies and 
is present in many renaissance paint- 
ings, often held by an angel or cherub. 

According to O’ Dette, there is more 
music written for the lute than any 
other musical instrument. After its 
popularity peaked in the Renaissance 
period, instruments evolved and the 
lute became overshadowed by other, 
often louder, instruments. 

O’ Dette, currently teaching at the 
Eastman School of Music in Roches- 
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ter, N.Y., will offer CSUS students 
and the Sacramento community a 
rare opportunity to see a lute perfor- 
mance at a fraction of the normal 
cost. Admission is $5 for students 
and $8 for general admission. Ac- 
cording to professor Savino, normal 
prices in a metropolitan theater for a 
performance similar to this are $20 
and up. 

O’ Dette is likely to play some of 


Francesco Da Milano’s music, since - 


this year marks the 500th anniver- 
sary of his birth. Milano was one of

Sacramento Softball left many 
ducks on the pond, but cannot send 
them home as the Hornets (7-7, 22-

“They (Barker and Bugliarello) 
threw well enough to win the ball 
games,” Sacramento State head 
coach Kathy Strahan said. “It is dis- 
appointing that we did not get the 
support behind them to win.” 

The pitching was strong in the first 
game of the doubleheader with Cal 
Poly as the Hornets came from behind 
to steal a win from the then No. 7 
Mustangs 3-2 in eleven innings. 
Bugliarello gave up arunin the second 
and third innings, but then held Cal 
Poly scoreless as Sac State showed 
some offensive capabilities scoring 
two runs in regulation to send the 
game into extra innings. 

“It was nice to see Susie 
(Bugliarello) come back from a long 
weekend,” said Strahan referring to 
Bugliarello pitching three games the 
weekend before at the Capital Classic. 

The finishing touches came in 
the bottom of the 11th with a slump- 
ing Jill Haas at the plate. Haas had 
only two hits in the Capital Classic.

I was quoted concerning the Office of the 
Chancellor’snew policy onproviding one- 
third of fee increases to financial aid activi- 
ties. We are pleased that one of the options 
we have with these funds is the ability to 
manage them at ASI rather that transfer- 
ring them to the Chancellor’s office or 
University.
